Four years for youth who 
used knife and left victim

A MAN feared for 
his life when he was 
attacked by a young 
man armed with a 
knife, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
been told. 

Craig Parry was left 
with a “gaping hole” in 
his left forearm, and so 
deep was the wound, he 
could see the white of 
tendons beneath his mus¬ 
cles. 

Leighton Humphreys 
(20) of Dobbins Road, 
Barry, was sent to a 
young offender institution 
for four years after plead¬ 
ing guilty to a charge of 
wounding with intent. 

Recorder Christopher 
Clee told Humphreys: 
“An incident started 
inside a house and it 
spilled outside. You 
should have left it at that, 
but you didn’t, and you 
went inside and obtained 
a knife.” 

Prosecutor Jonathan 
Bushell said that on 
March 19, the defendant 
had been watching rugby 
on television at his 
uncle’s house in Barry 
with a number of friends 
and relatives. 

The family later went 


into town, sociahsed, and 
returned to the house in 
College Fields Close, 
where more dri nk was 
consumed. 

Later that evening, Mr 
Parry spotted Leighton 
Humphreys behaving 
inappropriately towards a

At this point, said Mr 
Bushell, the victim seri¬ 
ously feared for his life. 

As Humphries slashed at 
him, he put his arms up 
to defend himself and he 
was stabbed.

police officer, burglary, 
theft from a vehicle and 
robbery. 

His counsel David 
Purnell said: “The 
offence took place in a 
drunken atmosphere.

£230 MILLION 
WATERFRONT 
SCHEME IS 
ON THE WAY... 

work is due to start this year! 


WORK on a mas¬ 
sive £230m redevel¬ 
opment of Barry’s 
dockland area 
could start later this 
year - after Vale 
councillors gave the 
scheme the green 
light at a meeting 
last week. 

Over the next 15 years 
the Waterfront will be 
transformed, and there 
will be a second road to 
the Island - subject to 
the Welsh Government 
deciding whether the 
route needs an environ¬ 
mental assessment first. 

Coun Tony Hampton 
told The GEM: “I am 
delighted that the 
scheme had full planning 
support. 

“There are five phases 
which will be over 15 
years, and it will be a 
wonderful boost for the 
economy.” 

There will be 2,000 
houses, a junior school, a 
supermarket, restaurants, 
cafes, leisure facilities 
and retail outlets. 

Coun Hampton said 
that as the Vale educa¬ 
tion cabinet member, he 
had been particularly 
pleased that the plans 
delivered a larger loca¬ 
tion for the school in the 
West Pond area than had 
been previously been the 
case. 

“It will be over a 
much bigger site. Instead 
of the primary school 
being over one hectare, it 
will be over one and a 
half hectares.” 

Barry Waterfront 
Consortium spokesman, 
Richard Keogh, said that 
work could start in 
months.

“As long as the full 
application for the link 
road is allowed to pro¬ 
ceed without a separate 
environmental impact 
assessment, the site 
preparation works could 
be under way before the 
end of the year.” 

He went on: “The 
consortium is pleased 
that the huge benefits of 
this important scheme, 
both for Barry and the 
wider region, have been 
recognised in the plan¬ 
ning committee’s unani¬ 
mous resolution to grant 
planning permission, 
subject to the signing of 
the Section 106 agree¬ 
ment. 

“The Quays, together 
with the proposed link 
road to Barry Island, is a 
large and complex 
regeneration project that 
has met significant chal¬ 
lenges along the way. 
The decision represents 
an important milestone.” 

He said that not only 
would there be signifi¬ 
cant improvements to the 
local infrastructure, such 
as pedestrian and cycle 
links, and public open 
spaces, there would new 
jobs and fresh opportuni¬ 
ties for regeneration. 

He claimed: “It will 
send out a clear and pos¬ 
itive message to visitors, 
employers and potential 
investors who will be 
encouraged to come and 
take a closer look.” 

Mr Keogh did strike 
one note of caution, 
pointing out that there 
were challenges for the 
consortium in preparing 
land for the work. 

“The site does present

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significant construction 
challenges, including 
some major decontami¬ 
nation and flood preven¬ 
tion measures, which 
means that it could take 
up to two years to com¬ 
plete the full remediation 
works. 

“However, these 
works would also be 
‘phased’ which would 
mean that the first resi¬ 
dential and commercial 
buildings could be com¬ 
pleted by the end of 
2013.” 

Last week, The GEM 
reported on a call from 
Pride in Barry’s chair¬ 
man, Paul Haley, for a 


marina to be built at the 
Waterfront too. 

He said it would boost 
the town’s image and 
generate inward invest¬ 
ment. Both the Vale 
Council and the consor¬ 
tium reacted positively to 
the suggestion. 

Coun Hampton said 
this week that he would 
welcome a marina. 

He stressed that the 
challenge for the multi¬ 
million pound scheme 
would be the construc¬ 
tion of locks dealing with 
the world’s second high¬ 
est tide - a project that 
would require an in- 
depth technical examina¬ 
tion and a lot of engi¬ 
neering detail. 


MAN JAILED 
AFTER LAGER 
ROBBERY 


A TWO-YEAR prison 
sentence has been 
passed on a Barry 
man for robbing a 
youth of cans of lager. 

Don Dutton (36) of 
Laleston Close, admit¬ 
ted a charge of robbery 
at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Recorder Geraint 
Walters said that he had 
been involved in a seri¬ 
ous offence of violence. 
He said the injuries 
were slight, but that was 
through luck rather than 
judgement. 

Prosecutor John 
Lloyd said that at about 
2pm on April 6, John 
Phillips was walking 
with friends through the 
centre of Barry, having 
bought 24 cans of lager. 

Dutton appeared and 
said: “We’ll be having a 
couple of those” and 
went to grab a number 
of the cans. 

He then punched Mr 
Phillips in the head, and 
tried to attack him using 
“karate-style kicks ”. 

Fortunately, Mr 
Phillips blocked the 
kicks with his forearm, 
but Sutton then struck 
one of Mr Phillips’ 
friends with a can of 
lager. Dutton walked off 
with a number of cans 


and shouted: “What’re 
you going to do about 
it? Come and have a 
go, and ril have you all 
again. ” 

Dutton was identified 
on CCTVfootage and 
claimed he had acted in 
self defence. 

The victim later said: 
“We’re not going to 
Barry and seeing the 
defendant again. ” 

Dutton was said to 
have convictions for 
wounding, actual bodily 
harm, robbery, assault¬ 
ing police, and attempt¬ 
ing to cause grievous 
bodily harm. 

His barrister 
Nicholas Gareth Jones 
said: “Clearly, he must 
receive a prison sen¬ 
tence. There is no issue 
about the facts. He had 
been drinking, and the 
robbery was not pre¬ 
meditated. 

“He thought that one 
of the group would have 
given him some of the 
lager. It was a short 
incident, a brawl which 
turned into a robbery. ” 

He said he had been 
in custody for three 
months, had undertaken 
a number of courses and 
was beginning to 
mature.

TESCO NOT IN MARKET 
FOR SWAN IN DINAS 


CONTRARY to local spec¬ 
ulation, The Swan public 
house, a well-known land¬ 
mark building in Dinas 
Powys, is not a target for 
Tesco. 

Just months ago, the super¬ 
market giant took over the 
Castle Oak public house on the 
Valley View estate in Dinas 
Powys, and last year The 
Mayflower public house in 
Rhoose became a branch of the 


retail giant. Some local resi¬ 
dents believed The Swan was 
now a target for the chain. 

One resident told The GEM 
that the pub would not make a 
suitable location for a super¬ 
market, as the bend it was situ¬ 
ated on was prone to accidents, 
pointing out that in a five- 
month period at the end of last 
year, there had been three seri¬ 
ous incidents. 

The GEM approached Tesco 
to find out whether it was inter¬ 


ested in The Swan, and a spokes¬ 
woman stated: “Rumours that 
we are considering The Swan 
public house in Dinas Powys are 
simply not true.” 

The Swan is currently ‘under 
offer’, and The GEM contacted 
Humberts Leisure, who have 
been marketing it, to find out 
who was hoping to take over the 
site, but at the time of going to 
press we had received no 
response.

was worth up to 
£1,030, and the 
cannabis £20. 

The police seized 
Dyke’s mobile phone, 
and text messages indi¬ 
cated that he had been 
supplying drugs. 

When interviewed, 
he said he had bought 
the amphetamine in 
Cardiff for £80. He 
added that he was a 
long-term drug user 
and it was for personal 
use. 

At the time, he 
denied supplying the 


drug. His counsel, 
Kevin Seal said: “In 
recent years, his drugs 
problems had coincid¬ 
ed with mental prob¬ 
lems. It was small-scale 
supplying.” 

Judge Nicholas 
Cooke said Dyke’s use 
of drugs had caused 
paranoia. 

“It gives me no 
pleasure having to send 
you to prison, but the 
message must go out 
concerning the supply 
of Class B drugs. 

“You have done it 
before, and you must 
have realised what was 
coming.”

Originally, Karl 
planned to cycle all the 
way to Singapore, but 
was forced to abandon 
that ride because his 
safety could not be 
guaranteed. 

He explained: “The 
new cycle ride is called 
‘Fat Boy cycling from 
the UK 2 UKraine ’. 

“Fat boy is my nick¬ 
name at Barry West 
End Boxing Club. 

“The ride will 
involve cycling 100 
miles a day for 30 days. 

“With Steve’s sup¬ 
port, 1 will be cycling 
from Marie Curie in 
Penarth to Dover, on to 
Calais, through France, 
Belgium, Holland, 
Germany, Poland, 
Belarus and the 
Ukraine to Lake 
Pulemets. 

“1 decided to go as 
far east across Europe 
as possible - minus 
Russia! 

“Fm not a natural 
cyclist, boxing has been 
my sport, so I have 
been putting in a lot of 
cycle training. 

“Three days a week 1 
cycle 40 miles in the 
morning and then 40 
miles in the evening, 
but 1 am also doing 
boxing for ‘cardio ’ and 
weights to build up my 
strength. ” 

In fact, Karl could 
become fat boy slim 
throughout the ride. 

“1 understand that 
I’ll be burning 10,000 
calories a day. Fm 
expecting it to get real¬ 
ly difficult at around 
the halfway stage with 
the accumulation of 
days and miles. ” 

The marathon ride 
can only be attempted 
thanks to the back-up 
of another Barry-bom 
man Steve Robinson 
(36) who also lives in 
Rhoose. 

Steve, who works in 
Cardiff as a plant oper¬ 
ator, has been given a 


month off by his com¬ 
pany SWR Wales in 
order to help Karl. 

Steve told The GEM: 
“I wanted to help 
Marie Curie, because 
my mother Cynthia 
Thomas died of cancer, 
and it is a chance to 
put something back in. 

“I’ll be driving the 
Mazda 6 support car 
which has equipment 
and drinks, going 20 
miles ahead of Karl to 
make sure everything is 
okay. 

“I won’t go any fur¬ 
ther ahead in case 
there’s an accident and 
he requires help. We 
will remain in mobile 
phone contact. ’’ 

Karl and Steve are 
hoping to raise thou¬ 
sands of pounds for 
Marie Curie in 
Penarth, a cause much 
admired in south Wales 
by the thousands of 
families who have been 
helped in their hour of 
greatest need. 

Karl added: “We 
would be grateful if 
someone would provide 
a sat nav to help us 
navigate the route. ” 

On August 1, Karl 
will be waving goodbye 
to his fiancee Samantha 
and his little girl Nyah, 
aged three, and won’t 
be seeing them for 
another five weeks.

£1 million is set 
aside to tackle 
the menace of 
flooding in Barry 


THE Vale Council has secured 
funding from the Welsh 
Government to tackle the 
flood risk in the Coldhrook 
catchment area of Barry. 

The grant has been awarded from 
the European Regional Development 
Fund Competitiveness Programme. 

The council said it also intends to 
apply for match funding from the 
Welsh Government’s flood risk man¬ 
agement grant scheme. 

News that the funding had been 
secured was welcomed by local cam¬ 
paigners. 

Stephen Blakeman, chairman of the 
Barry Floods, and a member of the 
Flood Risk Management Group com¬ 
mented: “After our endless campaign¬ 
ing through the media and cross party 
involvement over the past four years, 
it is with great joy that we welcome 
the funding awarded to the Vale 
Council for the Coldhrook catch¬ 
ment.” 

Marilyn Brown, a member of the 
Flood Risk Management Group, 
added: “We would like to take this 
opportunity to thank all of the organi¬ 
zations involved in bringing about this 
much-needed safeguard for homes and 
schools in the area.” 

A council spokeswoman explained: 
“Since the widespread flooding of 
summer 2007, the council has been 
working on a local flood risk strategy 
throughout the Vale. 

“It has undertaken pre-feasibility 
studies for all known flood risk loca¬ 
tions. These studies have then been 
used to prioritise affected areas and to 
determine where the council’s limited 
funding could best be directed. 

“The Welsh Government identified 
the Coldhrook catchment area for the 


testing of a new risk management 
approach to flooding. 

“This new way of working will 
mean a more holistic approach to 
flood risk management and will help 
to address the unavoidable impacts of 
climate change. It places a greater 
emphasis on managing the conse¬ 
quences for ‘at risk’ communities to 
tolerable levels. 

“The council has also identified and 
approved its own match funding for 
2011/12 and 2012/13 which will sup¬ 
port the project. It will enable the 
scheme to be taken forward to detailed 
catchment modelling, detail scheme 
design, community engagement, pro¬ 
curement and construction.” 

Coun Geoffrey Cox, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for visible and building services 
and chairman of the Coldhrook 
Catchment Flood Risk Management 
Group, said: “An important part of the 
flood management scheme will be to 
raise awareness of the consequences 
of flooding, so that communities can 
be better prepared to manage these 
consequences, and also to minimise 
the impact of flood events in the 
future”. 

The first stage of this awareness 
programme will be the launch of a 
new website that can be used to pro¬ 
vide up-to-date information on the 
scheme. Coldhrook residents will also 
be able to ask questions via Facebook 
and Twitter. 

Martin Wright Associates, a spe¬ 
cialist consultant, has been appointed 
to manage the flood management 
scheme on behalf of the council. The 
estimated total cost of the project is 
£997,000.

Sad passing of Vale 
champion of Welsh 
schools athletics 


THE many friends of the 
Ireland family of Barry 
will be saddened to hear of 
a third loss. 

Following the relatively 
recent deaths of Frank and 
Sally, son Andrew died on July 
1, after a long illness, which he 
had borne with great courage. 

He was a young 56, and had 
only recently retired from his 
post as a Baptist minister, 
based at Wincanton in 
Somerset. 

Andrew grew up in Barry 
and attended Barry Boys ’ 
Comprehensive School, where 
he formed an interest in athlet¬ 
ics, gaining representative hon¬ 
ours for his country at an early 
age. 

As a sixth former, he gained 
international honours for 
Welsh Schools both over the 
country - in the first and sec¬ 
ond SIAB fixtures in 1972 and 
1973 - and on the track in the 
same years, at 1,500 metres in 
1972 and 5,000 metres in 1973. 

After completing his A lev¬ 
els, he attended Caerleon 
College of Education to qualify 
as a teacher, and he then 
joined the staff of Llanilltud 
Fawr Comprehensive School in 
Llantwit Major. 

He made a huge impression 
on the school and its pupils, 
and was promoted to become 
the Head of Lower School. 

While on the staff, he met 
the lady who was to become his 
wife. Cathryn was a member 
of the English department, and 
they married in July 1986, on 
the day that Wales hosted the 
SIAB under-17 track and field 
international at the Morfa sta¬ 
dium. 

His contribution, and that of 
his parents, father Frank and 
mum Sally, to athletics in the 
Barry area and the Vale from 
1970 to 1990 and beyond was 
immense. 

Andrew continued to com¬ 
pete but was struggling with 
injuries, which prevented him 
reaching his full potential. 

, Thankfully, he was also

making an impact on the local 
club, Barry Harriers (later to 
become Barry and Vale 
Harriers) as a coach, organis¬ 
er, announcer - and someone 
who encouraged and inspired 
young people to take part in 
athletics, a skill which he even¬ 
tually used in another direc¬ 
tion. 

His contribution was not 
confined to the club, as he was 
also a significant figure in 
South Glamorgan Schools and 
South Glamorgan County 
Athletic Associations. 

During those 20-plus years, 
the facilities at the club’s base, 
Jenner Park, went through 
major changes, with the old 
cinder track being altered to an 
all-weather surface, and the 
stand and Barry Town FC 
clubhouse replaced. 

With the teams from 
Llanilltud Fawr making an 
impact on schools’ competi¬ 
tions, and other schools in 
Barry producing talented 
young athletes, there was a 
steady stream of able athletes 
competing for the club - ath¬ 
letes like Mick McGeoch, Nick 
Comerford, Phil Cook, Brian 
Matthews, Paul Williams, 
David Davey, Chris Davey, 
Evatt Cummings, Tim 
Cummings, Glyn Price, 
Richard Harbour, Alan Tapp, 
Paul Howarth, Colin and 
Martin Hignell, Derek 
Osborne, Jane Oldfield, Laura 
Maclehose, Sian Waters, Jo 
Elward, Emma Davies, Wendy 


Burrows, Natalie Wood and 
Lisa Lewis - both from local 
schools and the nearby RAF St 
Athan, helping it achieve suc¬ 
cess in competitions, on the 
track and over the country. 

Inevitably, Andrew’s person¬ 
ality and organising ability 
resulted in him being involved 
with the Welsh Schools Athletic 
Association (again) as team 
manager, but he will also be 
remembered for organising our 
Welsh Schools National cross¬ 
country championships out of 
Powys on two occasions - at 
Llantwit in 1985 and at 
Porthkerry in 1989. 

Perhaps the finest of his 
many contributions to the 
schools ’ association was the 
organisation of the annual 
Schools International Athletic 
Board under-15 and under-17 
cross-country international and 
under-20 Inter Association 
match at Porthkerry on a wet 
day in March 1989, an event at 
which a very young Paula 
Radcliffe competed. 

Both Andrew and Cathryn 
had strong religious beliefs, so 
it was perhaps not a great sur¬ 
prise that he decided, in the 
90s, to choose a new direction, 
opting to leave the teaching 
profession in order to train for 
the ministry, becoming a 
Baptist minister or ‘Pastor’. 

Since he qualified, he has 
been based at parishes in 
Grangetown, Caerphilly, 
Nottingham, Bristol and 
Wincanton, and has been very 
highly regarded at all of them. 

Andrew’s change of ‘profes¬ 
sion ’ meant that he had to 
focus his time and energy on 
his parish and parishioners, 
and, sadly, he was not able to 
continue his huge contribution 
to Barry and Vale Harriers, 
and to the sport of athletics. 

He was missed, and contin¬ 
ues be missed, but those many 
of us, who met him, knew him 
and were inspired by him, will 
continue to remember him with 
great affection and hold him in 
high esteem.

Consultation to be held 
over Heritage Centre 


THE quest for a Heritage Centre 
to be built in Barry as part of the 
town and Waterfront regeneration 
is set to move a step closer this 
week, as consultants meet with 
local historians. 

Since the launch of the Vale 
Heritage Centre Coalition last year, 
work has steadily been progressing on 
the groundwork needed to establish a 
Heritage Centre in the town. 

Following approval at a public 
meeting last year, the Vale Council 
has appointed DBA Consulting to 
carry out an ‘options appraisal’ to 
look at options associated with estab¬ 
lishing a Vale Heritage facility to dis¬ 
play, record and interpret records and 
exhibits reflecting the past history of 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 

Options might include setting up a 
new museum, developing a heritage 
centre that does not physically collect 


and display objects, establishing a 
virtual museum or supporting existing 
local heritage organisations. 

A number of possible sites around 
Barry have been identified as being 
available for potential development. 

To gather the opinions of local her¬ 
itage groups and enthusiasts DBA 
Consulting will be holding a consulta¬ 
tion meeting at the Barry Dock Office 
on July 18. The meeting will run from 
6pm until 8pm. 

Vale Heritage Centre Coalition 
chairman, Ade Pitman said: “The 
commissioning of this Options 
Appraisal is a massive step towards 
the establishment of a Heritage 
Centre in Barry, and the council 
should be commended for their sup¬ 
port. ”

F ollowing 

the recent 
decision of 
tenants to retain 
the council as their 
landlord, much 
thought has been 
given as to how we 
are going to deliver 
improvements to 
the council housing 
stock. 

Because of the size 
of the programme, it is 
necessary to go through 
a lengthy process of 
tendering and selecting 


suitable specialist con¬ 
tractors. 

This process will take 
around one year and we 
expect to see these main 
contractors starting on 
site by September 2012. 

This is when the 
main programme of 
kitchen, bathroom and 
other internal improve¬ 
ment will begin. 

This is a massive 
programme in which the 
council aims to install 
in the region of 3,500 
new kitchens, 3,000 
new bathrooms and 
3,000 new central heat¬ 
ing boilers between 
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September 2012 and 
March 2013 - as well as 
making major repairs to 
its homes. 

For the purposes of 
the programme, the Vale 
will be split into four 
areas - Penarth and 
Dinas Powys; rural 
Vale; with Barry being 
split into two areas - 
with one main contrac¬ 
tor being appointed to 
each area. 

In this way, four 
improvement pro¬ 
grammes will be run¬ 
ning simultaneously, 
therefore maximising 
the number of tenants’ 
homes being improved 
at one time. 

As part of the con¬ 
tract, each contractor 
will be expected to use 
local labour and sub¬ 
contractors, local sup¬ 
pliers and commit to 
taking on local appren¬ 
tices. 

The council’s in- 
house work force will 
also benefit by being 
given some of the pack¬ 
ages of work. 

Tenants’ representa¬ 
tives will be fully 
involved in selecting the 
main contractors and 
specifying the type of 
kitchens and bathrooms 
to be installed. 

Between now and 
September 2012, the 
council will be acceler¬ 
ating its roof repair and 
boiler replacement pro¬ 
grammes by an estimat¬ 
ed additional £3million. 

The council is not the 
only provider of rented 
housing in the Vale and 
we work with a number 
of housing associations 
to provide affordable 
accommodation. 

Last month, I was 
very pleased to attend 
the opening of Newydd 
Housing Association’s 
£9 million development 
at Jackson’s Quay in

Barry. This new devel¬ 
opment, of 19 houses 
and 51 flats, provides 
much-needed affordable 
housing for those living 
in the Barry area. 

Jackson’s Quay was 
financed with a social 
housing grant from the 
Welsh Government, 
with the support of the 
council, and private 
finance made available 
by the European 
Investment Bank specif¬ 
ically earmarked to fund 
regeneration of brown 
field sites. 

The majority of the 
work force employed on 
the construction came 
from the Barry area and 
five apprentices were 
given invaluable experi¬ 
ence of working on a 
major building project. 

There is a great need 
for affordable housing 
in Barry, the largest 
town in Wales, and the 
council will continue to 
work to provide homes 
for local people.

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Pottery find reveals 
more about history of 
medieval Cosmeston 


A POTTERY vessel 
dating back to the 
13th Century has 
been found by 
Cardiff University 
archaeologists at 
Cosmeston, shed¬ 
ding new light on 
medieval life in the 
area. 

The aquamanile was 
found in many frag¬ 
ments at the Manor 
House site at 
Cosmeston, near 
Penarth, and the pieces 


were spread over a wide 
area. 

Aquamanile were 
designed to hold water, 
with which the most dis¬ 
tinguished diners at a 
table could wash their 
hands. 

The discovery reveals 
the refined nature of life 
in the manor house and 
importantly, the archae¬ 
ologists, from the 
University’s School of 
History, Archaeology 
and Religion have iden¬ 
tified the pottery as 
‘Vale Ware’.

This is also the first 
time such an elegant 
piece has been found 
that has been produced 
by local craftsmen for 
the local elite. 

Professor John Hines 
of the School of History, 
Archaeology and 
Religion, who is leading 
the dig said: “It became 
regular practice to 
shape these aquamanile 
in the form of animals. 
The one we have found 
represents a ram. 

“It is probably to be 
dated to the later 13th 
Century. This is also 
important, because this 
was a period when the 
local lords of the manor, 
the de Costentin family, 
were still resident at the 
manor. 

From the mid-1310s 
they were displaced, 
and Cosmeston was run 
directly for greater, 
ambitious barons, who 
held large numbers of 
individual manors at the 
same time. ” 

For the duration of 
the excavation at 
Cosmeston, Cardiff 
University archaeology 
students and staff will 
explain their latest dis¬ 
coveries on free public 
tours of the site daily at 
10.30am and 2.30pm 
(except Fridays) until 
July 18. All are wel¬ 
come and no booking is 
required. 



Look who’s turning 2, 



This Tree will confuse and 
enthral - in equal measure 


F or a man 
who is feted 
as being one 
of the finest direc¬ 
tors of modern 
American cinema, 
Terrence Malick is 
certainly not one to 
either over-expose 
himself. 

Notable for his reclu¬ 
sive status, along with a 
record of four films in 
32 years, Malick’s 
movements have been 
hotly anticipated, partic¬ 
ularly as his latest film 
stars both Sean Penn and 
Brad Pitt. 

Tree Of Life sees Penn 
play Jack, an architect 
who, on the anniversary 
of his brother’s death, 
ponders the nature of 
life. This takes him back 
into his childhood, and 
the relationships he had 
with his father (Pitt), his 
mother (Jessica 

Chastain) and his other 
brothers... 

While cinema is pri¬ 
marily there to entertain 
(or not in the case of the 


latest Transformers trav¬ 
esty), there is also room 
for artistic expression 
devoid of the need to 
keep audiences on the 
edge of their seat. 

Terrence Malick’s 
previous films have 
never been ones that are 
easily classifiable; The 
Thin Red Line is a war 
movie, but almost takes 
pains to separate it from, 
say. Saving Private 
Ryan. Tree Of Life 
moves in a similar way, 
the film ostensibly about 
familial relationships 
and the nature of grief 
and loss - yet it also 
goes far deeper, Malick 
pondering mans place in 
the universe and our 
importance. 

If you’re thinking that 
sounds a little too pre¬ 
tentious for your aver¬ 
age Friday night with a 
tub of popcorn then you 
would be right, but then 
Malick has never been 
the sort of man you 
would find behind the 
megaphone of a comic 
book franchise or gross- 
out comedy. Instead this

is a film that makes 
nothing of veering 
between timelines, 
showing the birth of the 
universe and even takes 
in some dinosaur action. 

While Malick is 
seemingly being wilful¬ 
ly obscure, if you let the 
film percolate in your 
mind it starts to make 
sense, the film focusing 
on man yet highlighting 
how unimportant we are 
in the grander scheme of 
things - yet it is a point 
that is made with little 
clarity. 

While the shots of 
gases and lava fit in with 


what Malick is attempt¬ 
ing to say and looks 
absolutely beautiful, it 
does somewhat pull you 
away from the humanity 
on show, Malick seem¬ 
ingly teasing the audi¬ 
ence by engaging and 
then distancing them 
from the characters. 

The cast assembled 
offer up strong turns that 
sear through Malick’s 
narrative, with Brad Pitt 
excellent as the father 
whose iron will and 
determination distances 
him from his children, 
and offers a fractured 
relationship with his son 
that drives the film’s 
story. 

While Sean Penn’s 
turn as said (grown up) 
son doesn’t really do 
much, the performance 
mainly consisting of him 
wandering around vari¬ 
ous cityscapes looking 
lost. Hunter 

McCracken’s perform¬ 
ance as the young Jack is 
tremendous, the young 
actor capturing the 
essence of growing up 
and the changes, both 
physical and personal, 
that occur. 

Capping off the 
strong showings is 
Jessica Chastain as 
Jack’s mother, the 
actress being the coun¬ 
terpoint to Pitt’s ruling 
with an iron rod. She 
too helps propel the film 
as we see her joy, and 
her grief, at what hap¬ 


pens to her family. 

When the film zeroes 
in on these elements it 
works incredibly well, 
Malick’s script and 
direction evoking the 
sights and feelings of 
1950’s suburban 

America and the 
strained relationships 
that spring from the set¬ 
ting. 

But when the film 
meanders, and when it 
does it really does, it 
feels so indulgent that it 
almost takes you out of 
the experience, beauti¬ 
fully shot or otherwise; 
it makes Tree Of Life a 
film that is easy to 
admire, a lot less easy to 
love, and will enthral 
and confuse in equal 
measure. 

VERDICT; A film 
that never shies away 
from being made wholly 
on its own terms. Tree Of 
Life is a film that flits 
between mesmerising 
and over indulgence - in 
other words, typically 
Terrence Malick. 

While engaging per¬ 
formances and some 
gorgeous direction more 
than hold your attention, 
it is still a film that won’t 
rest easily in your brain 
- Transformers this most 
certainly is not! 
Enjoyable.

What we do want, is 
the quality service for 
which we pay an awful 
lot of money each month 
to remove our refuse on 
a frequent basis. 

If the council cannot 
provide this, then we 
should be given the right 
to opt out of the services 
that we do not receive. 

If this is not an 
option, then the council 
should at the very least 
ensure that all residents 
are adequately informed 
of the collection dates, 
and that this schedule is 
adhered too. 

I very much look for¬ 
ward to seeing the 
improved communica¬ 
tions on refuse collection 
from the council. 

Perhaps then my own 
rubbish mountain might 
finally disappear and I 
can revert to placing my 
bin bags out of sight 
until collection day once 
more!

New service, or 
just cost-cutting? 


I WRITE in 
response to the 
recent GEM let¬ 
ter by CS Parish 
(Vale operational 
manager waste 
management and 
cleansing.) 

He states that some 
households persist in 
putting out black bags, 
on days when there is no 
collection. 

I think it’s an absolute 
disgrace that the council 
chose to cut our servic¬ 
es, and yet did not 
choose to cut the 
amount we pay for these 
services (council tax).

And yet on page 10 of 
The GEM (same edition) 
there was an article 
about how the Vale had 
missed its recycling tar¬ 
gets, so clearly the 
households have NOT 
embraced the new serv¬ 
ice.

sites. 

What about the people 
who don’t drive? Isn’t 
the point of recycling to 
be more ‘eco friendly’? 
Yet he advocates driving 
to the waste site. 

This is a cost-cutting 
exercises dressed up as 
new service. Having 
read the article on page 
10, it becomes abundant¬ 
ly clear that Mr Parish 
is failing miserably at 
his job, and missing all 
targets. 

The people who pay 
for this service are the 
ones suffering for gov¬ 
ernment targets and 
penny-pinching. 

I’m sure people would 
wholeheartedly embrace 
this ‘new service’ if the 
price we pay for it 
reflected the fact that we 
are doing the jobs of the 
people we still have to 
pay for collection and 
disposal.

wing of the castle used 
for the clubhouse, where 
there is plenty of room 
for the golfers, and a 
first floor where there is 
a smart function room 
that is popular for wed¬ 
dings. 

It is even more true 
for the golf course, 
where you get the feel¬ 
ing that the architect 
could have squeezed 27 
holes into the space 
available, before he 
decided to settle for the 
traditional 18!

M ore and 
more

ways to make their 
home more energy 
efficient. 

Campaigners argue 
that climate change 
threatens the basic ele¬ 
ments of life and the 
people most affected 
will be those who are 
already the most vulner¬ 
able around the world. 

Average global tem¬ 
peratures, argue cam¬ 
paigners, could increase 
by 4 degrees Celsius in 
the next 80 years. 
Energy and electricity 
prices are also set to 
increase dramatically. 
For many people, it is 


much bigger than a 
home heating problem. 
As such this is as much 
a social issue as an 
environmental one. 

A great deal of atten¬ 
tion is being paid, in 
particular, to solar 
energy. 

Solar energy can be 
captured by solar pan¬ 
els, and there are two 
main types of such pan¬ 
els, and they use differ¬ 
ent technologies to 
make energy from the 
sun: 

• Solar Water 
Heating collectors: 
These panels absorb the 
energy from the sun and 
transfer it to heat water. 

• Photovoltaic or 
solar electric panels: 
These panels transform 
the solar radiation 
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directly into electricity. 

For maximum effi¬ 
ciency, solar panels 
should be mounted on a 
south facing roof at a 
30° angle. Obviously, 
they need to be away 
from shadows from 
trees, and if nearby 
buildings or chimneys 
cast a shadow, this 
needs to be taken into 
account.. 

One group looking at 
the social aspect of solar 
panels is Porthcawl- 
based Sustainable 
Wales, which has 
launched an initiative 
called ‘Power to the 
People’ - which aims to 
support the introduction 
of free PV solar panels 
and offers a funding 
stream to charities and 
social enterprises who 
get involved. 

The director of 
Sustainable Wales, 
Margaret Minhinnick, 
said: “Sustainable Wales 
is currently working 
alongside a new consor¬ 
tium of social enterpris¬ 
es across south Wales. 

“Our ambition for 
phase one is to help 
5,000 south-facing low- 
income households 
install maintenance-free, 
pv solar panels. 

“We need a group of 
people who are willing 
to help develop this 
project.”

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NEWS FROM FONMON APIARY 


Teaching 
beekeepers 
to keep their 
eyes peeled! 


PLENTY to be get¬ 
ting on with lately. 

I must make more 
stands and several 
Varroa screen 
floors. 

Spare equipment is 
always needed and I 
have used up most of 
mine accommodating 
the many swarms that 
have been occurring. 

Several swarms have 
been handed onto new 
beekeepers and I have 
kept five for myself, 
hence the need for more 
hive-related items. 

Due to my being at 
other apiaries and help¬ 
ing out the beginners, 
several of my hives 
swarmed, so I have used 
some of the Queen-cells 
left behind to make up 
nucleus hives. 

These, in essence, are 
half-sized hives with 
frames containing sealed 
honey, plus pollen, plus 
added bees and, of 
course, the frame with 
at least two Queen-cells 
on it. 

The need to feed 
these nucleus hives is 
essential (after about a 
week) because they will 
not have foraging bees 
of their own. I will be 
their forager! 

Given time, they will 
hopefully have a new 
laying Queen and be 
expanding. Doing this 
gives me a backup sup¬ 
ply of bees, should I 
require them. 

My improved inspec¬ 
tion procedure, as 
shown to me by the 
regional bee-inspector, 
is well established now; 
the threat posed by two 
new parasites of the 
honeybee must not be 
taken lightly. 

Once again, these 


new pests are indige¬ 
nous to foreign bees but 
have transferred them¬ 
selves effortlessly to the 
European species. It is 
not a question of if but 
when will they appear, 
and when they do their 
ability to destroy the 
hive contents and bees 
cannot be overestimat¬ 
ed. 

In the meantime, 
things are not looking 
too bad, despite the 
variable weather condi¬ 
tions the bees are busy 
enough. Plenty of 
pollen is coming in and 
nectar is starting to fill 
the supers up. 

One or two of the 
beginners have contact¬ 
ed me to express their 
delight of now having 
their own bees and 
becoming beekeepers 
for real. 

In their turn, they will 
receive hands on experi¬ 
ence as to how to go 
about spotting potential 
problems within the 
hives and the steps to 
take to control any mat¬ 
ters arising. 

Making decisions 
about your bees and 
their welfare is when 
you become the bee¬ 
keeper and not one 
under instruction. 

The monitoring of the 
Varroa mite is some¬ 
thing I am trying to 
impress upon the new 
beekeepers, as it is still 
the current major threat 
to our bees and the one 
most likely to give them 
immediate problems. 

Despite all of the 
threats, beekeeping is a 
very therapeutic and 
rewarding hobby that I 
hope to be doing for 
some years yet.

The Charter Trust: 
how it all began 

COWBRIDGE Charter Trust began its life in 
2003, with the support of 200 patrons. 


Town Wall triumph: 

The story of a restoration 
scheme achieved just in time 



ITS first and foremost task was to cel¬ 
ebrate the 750th anniversary of the 
town’s first borough charter, granted 
on March 13, 1254, by Richard de 
Clare, the Lord of Glamorgan. 

Those celebrations began with a 
visit by HRH the Prince of Wales, who, 
on St David’s Day, visited Holy Cross 
Church, and met 
children and rep¬ 
resentatives of 
numerous com¬ 
munity groups in 
the town. 

On Saturday, 

March 13, 2004, 

750 years after 
the granting of 
the first charter, 
the entire town 
joined in an 
impressive cele¬ 
bration involving 
a community 
parade, a march 
past by all three armed forces and a fly¬ 
past by the Royal Air Force. 

Alongside these events, Knights of 
Old set up a medieval encampment, 
strolling street entertainers and musi¬ 
cians roamed the streets and children’s 
shows formed part of a celebration 
enjoyed all day long by thousands of 
spectators in warm sunshine. 

On November 6, the Charter Trust 
launched the town’s first food and 
drink festival, and this has grown to 


become one of the foremost in Wales 
and a key part of the town’s continued 
autumn/winter programme. 

That first food festival was so suc¬ 
cessful that it has been adopted by an 
independent organisation separate 
from the Charter Trust and continues to 
attract thousands of people. 

In 2005, 




containing 
items of con¬ 
temporary life 
in the town was 
buried in the 
town hall, to be opened in the year 
2254. A four-day jazz festival was 
organised in the town during June of 
the same year, 2005. 

Charter Trust secretary at the time, 
Harry Hailes, said: “It was a period of 
frantic activity for everyone involved 
in the Trust and in all the events in the 
town, but was great fun and a really 
worthy celebration of our historical 
inheritance.”

THE town walls of 
Cowbridge were close 
to catastrophic failure 
before the Charter Trust 
came forward with an 
llth-hour rescue that 
recovered the situation 
from a complete disaster. 

THIS is the opinion of structural engi¬ 
neering consultant, Peter Jones, who 
piloted the reconstruction work through 
to completion, saving an historic monu¬ 
ment, parts of which have a 700-year-old 
footprint. 

Through the initiative of three princi¬ 
pal figures, Jeff Alden, Bruce McGovern 
and Luke Millar, (sadly all three now 
deceased), the disaster was recognised 
and averted - but only at the very last 
moment, for one section of the walls col¬ 
lapsed shortly after the restoration work 
began. 

Mr Jones said: “Those alert people 
who recognised the imminent dangers 
that existed, deserve the wholehearted 
thanks of every citizen of this town, for 
without their foresight, entire large sec¬ 
tions of the walls could have collapsed, 
lives could have been put at risk and a 
shameful legacy would have followed.” 

He continued: “It was the initiative of 
Luke Millar that drove the restoration 
scheme through to conclusion. As chair¬ 
man of the Charter Trust at the time, he 
was a man of considerable vision and 
acumen. 

“The eventual restoration process 
reflects great credit on the Charter Trust 
and its officers, especially Percy Robson, 
the treasurer, and Harry Hailes, the then 
secretary. It stands as a model example of 


what may be achieved through good 
planning, initiative and commonsense. 

“The outcome is a restoration pro¬ 
gramme devised and achieved through¬ 
out by local initiative, using local skills 
and local labour. I cannot think of a bet¬ 
ter example anywhere of the Big Society 
in action, because it has been a very sig¬ 
nificant triumph for the town.” 

Acting on the instructions of the Vale 
Council more than a decade ago, an inde¬ 
pendent team of consultants confirmed 
that the walls were in serious need of sub¬ 
stantial renovation, estimating that a pro¬ 
gramme combining repair and restoration 
would cost in excess of £400,000; then- 
costs for surveying and preparing their 
report was in excess of £30,000. 

Although the walls are in the owner¬ 
ship of the Vale Council, those costs were 
beyond their reach and a serious dilemma 
arose against the ticking time bomb of 
potential catastrophic structural failure. 

Urged on by Luke Millar, the Charter 
Trust took up the cause and offered the 
Vale Council an alternative scheme that 
could be achieved at a cost of just 
£47,000, plus a further £13,000 for other 
items including ball finials based on 
designs traced by Robert Cope through 
ragments of original stones found in Old 
Hall Gardens. 

Robert Cope also contributed by 
designing the new wooden gate in the 
south wall, which matches the gates in 
the Physic Garden. 

Peter Jones’ Vale Consultancy provid¬ 
ed professional services on a voluntary 
basis to the Charter Trust, who acted as 
agents to the Vale Council. 

Drawings, specifications and contract 
documents were prepared and tenders 
sought from four local stonemasons. 

Kinsale were awarded the contract by 
the Charter Trust and commenced work 


at the end of 2009, having demonstrated 
their sound track record with the special¬ 
ist skills in working on limestone walls 
by using lime mortar instead of cement, 
which had incorrectly been used in 
repairs to the town walls in the distant 
past. 

Peter Jones said: “Before all this 
began, I carried out a visual inspection by 
walking the top of the walls, to find that 
in two or three places it had lost its struc¬ 
tural integrity, with water having poured 
into voids for many years causing 
bulging through the consequence of frost 
during winter months. 

“Quite honestly, it was horrifying - the 
concrete cappings had cracked badly on 
top of the structure, which in many places 
were exposed to the ravages of the ele¬ 
ments. It was clear to me that a restora¬ 
tion programme wasn’t just urgent, but 
absolutely crucial. 

“A debt of gratitude must also be 
accorded to the volunteers, who helped 
clear away the huge amount of under¬ 
growth, including trees, brambles and 
other vegetation that had invaded the 
walls over decades. 

“While the volunteers hacked back this 
detritus, most of it had to be poisoned so 
that it could not invade the walls again, 
otherwise a new threat would have 
occurred.” 

Mr Jones added: “I’m absolutely clear 
in my own mind that this restoration 
scheme represents a landmark project for 
Cowbridge because it ensures that the 
walls can now stand as a symbol of sound 
local initiative. 

“It’s a proud achievement, not only for 
Cowbridge and the Charter Trust, but for 
Wales as a whole, because we ’re a nation 
proud of our historic relics. They define 
us and are an essential part of our 
lifeblood. ”

Old Hall grounds make-over 


is close to comi 




CHEEK by jowl with the Physic Garden, 
Old Hall Gardens are close to seeing the 
completion of a sensitive make-over that 
will give a regenerational face-lift to a 
favoured location in the heart of the 
Cowbridge - the treasured Old Hall 
Grounds. 

For many many years the grounds were a walk¬ 
through zone as townsfolk made their way to the 
library or the former health centre, now the St 
Aubin’s Nursery. 

In short, the grounds had become an adjunct, much 
in need of some tender loving care, writes Linda 
Osborn. 

In recognition of this, Cowbridge Charter Tmst 
conceived a complementary scheme to enhance the 
even more ambitious concurrent project to restore the 
town walls. Because the first step of the walls project 
was the stripping of dense vegetation, an enormous 
area of habitat was destroyed. 

The aim of the grounds plan was to repair this loss 
by restoring and increasing the variety of habitats for 
wildlife and at the same time creating a lovelier space 
for Cowbridge townsfolk and visitors alike. 

Thus, in 2009, the Charter Trust entered into a 
partnership with the Vale Council to raise capital to 
restore the grounds. It was work that could not have 
been achieved without the constructive help of the 
team at Creative Rural Communities, which from the 
start was central to the success of the enterprise, 
enabling a substantial grant from European funds for 
rural regeneration. 

Current work is engaging the Trust in the task of 
planting schemes for the old restored beds and creat¬ 
ing new ones, along with a wildflower meadow. It 
may look a work in progress at present, but in the 
fullness of time will prosper to become a special 
delight. 

Everyone engaged in this project is a volunteer and 
the specialist skilled work has been carried out by 
local craftsmen. We have been particularly well 
served by Kelvyn and Hywel Darke, the stonema¬ 
sons, by Darren Greenslade who laid the paving 
around the pond, and by Ron Hitchings’s company, 
who installed the lights - not forgetting David 
Bradbury, the painter.

THE Vale of Glamorgan Best 
Kept Village Competition 2011 
came to a climax in 
Ystradowen Village Hall last 
Friday at the annual dinner. 

Following a very enjoyable meal of 
roast topside of beef, Yorkshire pud¬ 
ding and all the trimmings, served up 
by the White Lion, Ystradowen, the 
chief judge announced this year’s win¬ 
ners. 

We were lucky to have as our judge 
Maj Dan Clayton-Jones, chairman of 
the Cowbridge Physic Garden. He had 
visited the five villages that entered the 
competition this year and gave a brief 
report on his findings. 

He said that it was about 10 years 
since he last had the task of judging the 
finalist villages for this competition 
and in the intervening years standards 
have risen noticeably. 

He had failed to find a single item of 
litter in any one of the villages, even so 
much as a cigarette end... All the 
church yards had been immaculate - 
perhaps a little too much so for his 
taste! He made this plea; where possi¬ 
ble, he feels it is a good idea to set 
aside an area dedicated to wild-life. 

All the villages judged were found 
to be well maintained. However, there 
were small differences and he said that 
there were two extremely good vil¬ 
lages at the top which were separated 
by small differences only. 

Then there had been two further vil¬ 
lages which he had placed as equals at 
third place and a fifth village which 
was just a little below the others. 

The winner he announced was 
Michaelston-le-Pit, where the villagers 
had done a superb job and shown a 
marked degree of imagination and 
innovation. 

They had even set up a small lend¬ 
ing library in their red village tele¬ 
phone kiosk. 

In second place was Ystradowen, 
which has its wonderful flower beds 
next to its lay-by. 

In joint third place were Gileston 
and Wenvoe, two markedly different 
villages by their size alone. 

Wenvoe is very large and is to be 
very much commended for the massive 
effort which must go into keeping on 
top of all the tidying, sweeping and 


weed removal. Gileston, too, was 
remarkably well kept and had a newly 
-installed triangular flower bed at the 
centre of the village. 

In fifth place was Llanmaes which 
Dan said had been a pleasure to drive 
through and look at; it is well cared for 
and has attractive features. 

Michaelston-le-Pit was presented 
with the winner’s cup which was first 
presented in 1953 when it had been 
won by St Nicholas at the start of this 
competition. 

Michaelston also received a cheque 
for £500 and thanks to our new and 
generous sponsors; Ffos Las 
Racecourse and Conference Centre, 
four tickets for a day at the races and a 
meal for four in their prestigious 
restaurant over looking the Ffos Las 
race track. 

The other villages received prize 
money totalling £850. We are indebted 
to all our sponsors for the grants we 
receive to enable us to make these 
awards, the others being; Cemex, The 
Vale Council,, town and community 
councils in the Vale.

In his summing up speech, Basil 
Watkins reminded those present at the 
dinner that this was his last year as 
chairman. 

He had enjoyed his 47 years 
involvement with the competition, but 
nature had now advised him it was 
time to stop. He would remain in post 
until the end of this year to enable his 
successor to be appointed and help 
him, or her, with the handover. 

Asked what the requirements for the 
position were, he replied: “Someone 
with a love of the Vale and a desire to 
retain its proud traditions and mral 
nature.”
